SPIDER STILL TRYING TO SPIN

Imprisoned for 19 Days on Face of 
Time Piece Grows visibly 
Weaker.

AKRON, O., Dec. 9.—A_ spider. 
which for 19 days has been impris- 
oned on the face of an alarm clock, 
today continued its futile spinning, 
although it is growing weaker.

ROBERT S. BROOKINGS LEFT 
ESTATE VALUED AT $381,000 


Estimate Made in Filing Will; in 
Life, Testator Gave Washing- 
ton U. $5,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Robert 
S. Brookings of St. Louis and Wash- 
ington, who died here Nov. 15, left 
an estate valued at $381,126, accord- 
ing to an estimate in a petition for 
probate of his will, filed in the Dis- 
trict Supreme Court here today. 
The estate is made up of personal 
property, mostly stocks, bonds and 
cash, valued at $326,006, and real 
estate valued at $55,876.

Bernard McGuire, One of 
Promoters of Scheme, 
Given Year and Day, Or- 
dered to Pay $12,000.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—Conrad H. 
Mann, president of the Kansas City 
Chamber of Commerce, was sen- 
tenced today to five months and 
pay a fine of $12,000 for violation 
of the Federal lottery laws in. con- 
nection with “frolics” of the Fra- 
ternal Order of Eagles. 

Mann, auditor and past president 
of the Eagles, was sentenced to 
five months on each of two counts, 
the sentences to run concurrently. 

Frank E. Hering, who was editor 
of the Eagles’ Magazine. was sen- 
tenced to four months and to pay a 
fine of $4000. 

Bernard C. McGuire, one of the 
promoters, was sentenced to serve 
a year and a day and was fined 
$12,000. 

The three were found guilty by 
a Federal jury last Saturday. 

Makes Appeal for Mercy. 

Albert Ottinger of counsel] for 
Mann and McGuire, made a plea 
for mercy for his clients, citing 
their business records. He _ also 
called attention to the fact that the 
jury had recommended mercy. 

“To put these men in prison,” 
Ottinger told the court, “might help 
to disorganize the Eagles.” 

With the consent of Assistant 

United States Attorney Louis M, 
Treadwell, Judge Coleman stayed 
execution of the sentence for 10 
days and released the defendants it 
the custody of their attorneys, 
pending motions for bail on appeal 
to be made before the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Judge Coleman explained that he 
had pronounced sentence on all of 
the three men together to avert un- 
necessary suspense. 

“I believe that this lottery was 
run honestly,” Judge Coleman said, 
“with the qualification that many, 
if not most, of the purchasers of 
these tickets had no idea that the 
promoters were profiting to the ex- 
tent of $500,000 from contributions, 
the share for charities being as 
small as it was. ; 

“It may well be that the defend- 
ants did not know that they were 
violating a criminal statute and one 
May assume that they would not 
have perpetrated the acts com- 
plained of if they had known they 
were committing a crime. How- 
ever, they must have known that 
they were skirting the criminal 
law. I believe they took a chance 
of committing a crime because of 
the very large profits which were 
to be divided among them. As to 
the guilt of the three defendants, 
my belief is that Hering is the least 
culpable, his interest having been 
smallest.and his activity least, as 
were his profits. 

McGuire “Most Culpable.” 

“McGuire is the most culpable, 
having made a business out of pro- 
moting such enterprises. I have 
fixed the terms of imprisonment as 
low as can be done in view of the 
need of deterring others from like 
practices. 

“The sentences are close to the 
minimum exaction possible in view 
of this consideration. There has 
been no desire to be vengeful on be- 
half of the Government or to inflict 
needless #uffering. On the other 
hand, I do think that the Caurt is 
called upon to be merciful. The 
aim of justice is to apply the law 
fairly and with due regard to all 
of the facts involved.”

Harry Lee, Veteran of Stage 
and Screen Leaps From Fire 
Escape of Hotel.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Dec. 9.—Ap- 
parently despondent. from. lack of 
work, police said, Harry Lee, 60 
years old, stage and screen char- 
acter from New York City, leaped 
several stories to his death yester- 
day from the fire escape of a Hol- 
lywood hotel.

Revolver in One Hand, 
Nightstick in Other, He 
Tackled Four Gunmen at 
2834 Franklin—Bystand- 
er Slain, Two Shot. 


A bright new Sergeant’s shield 
gleamed today on the City Hospital 
nightgown of Patrolman Mike Mo- 
han, a grizzled veteran from Coun- 
ty Mayo who went single-handed 
into battle with four Negro holdup 
men last night, and killed two of 
them. asa victim of the robbery 
was also slain. pe 

Mohan was struck in the left 
shoulder as, with nightstick in his 
left hand and réyolver in his right, 
he rushed into a room at 2834 Frank- 
lin avenue where 40 Negro policy 
game agents were cowering under 
the pistols of the holdup men. But 
that did not prevent him from fir- 
ing back until his service revolver 
was empty and the robbers had 
fled, leaving one. of their compan- 
ions dead on the floor and dragging 
with them another who was mortal 
ly wounded. 

Promoted to Sergeant, — 

So it was that Mohan’s superiors 
~—President Remmers of the Police 
Board and Chief Gerk—decided 


that his bravery had entitled him, — 


to prompt promotion. So it was 
that the 52-year-old policeman, 
thinking of his 19 years of faithful 
service and of the happiness that 
Sergeant's chevrons would give to 
his wife and seven children, smiled 
as the shield was pinned on him 
and his superiors wrung his—hand, 

Mohan, patrolling his beat alone 
because his walking partner, Pa- 
trolman Clyde Peppers was ill, was 
warming himself in a drug store at 
Leffingwell and Franklin avenue at 
9:15 o’clock when a Negro, wild- 
eyed with excitement, rushed into 
the store and shouted: “iney'’re 
holding up the policy boys at 2834 
Franklin.” ° 

“I wished that Clyde Peppers was 
not off duty when I heard that,” 
Mohan said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today, a faint trace of the 
brogue in his speech.

BREWERS 10 GET 


OUT OF CAPITAL 


Warns Them at Beer Hear- 
ing Quicker They Leave 
Washington the Better 
for Anti-Prohibition Cause 


SAY BUSINESS AND 
JOBS WOULD RESULT 


Witnesses Tell House Com- 
mittee af Probable Effect 
on Cooperage, Glass, 
Truck, Rail Lines.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Repre- 
sentative La Guardia (Rep.), New 
York, opponent of national prohibi- 
tion, said at the House Ways and 
Means Committee beer hearing this 
afternoon that “the quicker the 
brewers and distillers get out and 
stay out of Washington,” the bet- 
ter off the anti-pm#hibition move- 
ment would be. 

Appearing after Chairman Col- 
lier had told newspaper men he 
thought the committee soon would 
approve a heer bill, he faced the 


crowd at the hearing and said: 

“This bill is not being considered 
with a view to enhancing the prof- 
its of the distillers and brewers. The 
brewers and distillers are up to 
their old activities which brouzht 
about prohibition. Brewers and dis- 
tillers have no right to help draft a 
bill to modify the Volstead law.” 

“T want to advise the wets right 
now that, if this bill becomes law 
and abuse results, the eighteenth 
amendment will never be repealed.” 

La Guardia said the reasons the 
legislation was being considered 
were: “First, the great need of 
additional revenue; second, com- 
plete failure of prohibition enforce- 
ment, and third, the change of at- 
titude of the American public. Con- 
gress should take steps to forewarn 
the public about the projected sale 
of stock and other promotion 
schemes in considering this biil,” 
he said. 

At the opening of this, the third 
day of the hearing, Chairman Col- 
lier announced that Secretary Mills 
of the Treasury would testify to- 
morrow, but the time later was 
changed to Wednesday. 

The Mississippi Democrat said 
Mills would appear “personally,” in- 
dicating that he would not reflect 
the views of the administration. 

For Sale Like Near Beer. 

George P. McCabe of Washing- 
ton, D. C., representing the Asso- 
ciated Producers of Cereal Bever- 
ages, the first witness today, rec- 
ommended a beer of not less than 
2.75 per cent and a $5 a barrel tax. 
He said his association represented 
breweries with an invested capital 
of $58,000,000 and a capacity of 11,- 
500,000 barrels. 

Beer’s Psychotogical Effect. 

McCabe's prediction that legaliza- 
tion of beer would have a psycho- 
logical effect beneficial to business, 
caused a flurry of dispute. 

Representative Treadway (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, wanted to know 
“will the man in the street, the mill 
worker for instance, have any 
money to spend for beer? It looks 
to me that there will be no increase 
in the amount of money spent.” 

Representative McCormack 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, said that, by 
“legalizing beer, you will divert 
money spent for illegal liquor for 
legal, taxable beer.” 

McCabe estimated that, on an es- 
timated 40,000,000 barrels consump- 
tion, the proposed $5 a barrel tax 
would produce $200,000,000 a year. 
“Our position in regard to the tax 
on beer is that the lower the rate, 
within reasonable limits, the larger 
the revenues which will be secured 
from increased sales,” he said. 

McCabe said thaf if permission 
were granted for sale at places 
where soft drinks are sold, it would 
be a guarantee against return of 
the saloon. 

Joseph Dilworth of Pittsburgh 
testified for “the Committee on In- 
dustrial Rehabilitation,” which he 
described as an offshoot of the set- 
up growing out of White House 
conferences last year. Reports from 
New York, Pittsburgh, Milwaukee 
and St. Louis, he said, were that 
brewers there were “ready to spend 
from $40,000,000 to $50,000,000 at 
once, if beer was legalized.” 

Wood, Freight and Jobs. 

Representative Horr (Rep.), 
Washington, testified that, before 
his State went dry in 1916, $14,000,- 
000 was invested in breweries, 1500 
men were employed and the prod- 
ucts sold for $4,026,000. 

An estimate that 12,000,000 bar- 
rels would be required if 40,000,000 
barrels of beer were produced in

23 MEN REPORTED TRAPPED

the two holdup men that didn’t get 
hit, I guess. 

“Everybody was milling around 
in the room, but they kept away 
from the man on the floor. Near 
him were a couple of pistols that 
had been dropped in the fight. An- 
other man, one of the policy game 
boys, I learned later, was lying dead 
on the floor in the hall. 

“*You better call some more po- 
licemen, bud,’ I said to one of the 
Negroes, and he ran out. I was 
getting pretty dizzy and the room 
was beginning to swim around a 
little, so I leaned against the wall, 
and watched the blood run down 
off my left hand.” 

Answering a radio call, Sergt. Al- 
pheus Brown and Patrolman 
Charles Mueller arrived at the flat 
in a few minutes. They found Mo- 
han in the room where the fight 
had occurred. 

“T’ve been hit,” he said, fingering 
his nightstick. “You better get me 
to a hospital.” 

The dead holdup man was iden- 
tified shortly as Harris Greenup, 
known to the police as a holdup 
men who specialized in robbing 
meetings of policy agents. The man 
who had fallen dead in the hall was 
William Frierson, a policy writer of 
3022 Clark avenue, who had been 
standing behind the policeman 
when the firing began. 

Second Robber Found Dead. 

Half an hour after the fight Wil- 
liam Bailey, Negro taxicab driver, 
reported his cab had been com- 
mandeered in front of the Frank- 
lin avenue flat by two Negroes, 
who were assisting a third. He said 
he had been ordered to take them 
to 2741 Eugenia street, where they 
had got out and chased him away 
at the point of a revolver. 

On the steps at the Eugenia 
street address policemen found the 
body of McKinley Purdy, 30, a resi- 
dent of that address. He had been 
shot in the chest. His two com- 
panions in the robbery had fled. 

At City Hospital No. 2, where 
Greenup’s body was taken, a Negro 
under treatment in the emergency 
room called out, “That’s one of 
those robbers,” as the body was 
carried in. The patient was Harry 
Snowden, 1503 South Third street, 
an agent for the policy game. He 
had been shot in the right hand 
Another agent, Willie Abrams, 2203 
Walnut street, had suffered a flesh 
wound in the right arm. 

Policemen found the robbers had 
taken a sack containing $65, a pack- 
age of 10-cent cigarettes, and two 
empty pocketbooks from the men 
in the flat before Policeman Mohan 
arrived. The holdup victims agreed 
that the meeting, called weekly by 
the Big White game, was for ths 
purpose of turning in the receipts 
from sales of policy tickets, widely 
sold among Negroes in their favor 
ite form of lottery. 

Chief Gerk and President Rem- 
mers arrived at City Hospital at 
8:30 o’clock to announce to’ Mohan 
that he had been promoted, making 
the visit their first order of busi- 
ness for the day. Remmers shook 
his hand while Chief Gerk, Capt. 
Mulcahy, Mohan’s commanding of- 
ficer; Capt. Kirk of the Soulard 
Street District, and physicians and 
nurses stood around his bed. After 
he had felicitated the policeman

ROOSEVELT GIVES LEGISLATURE 
NEW YORK CITY RELIEF PLAN 


Calis for Repeal of Mandatory Sal- 
ary Laws Governing Cer- 
tain Employes.

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 9.—Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt, in a message 
to the New York Legislature, today 
called for immediate repeal of man- 
datory salary laws governing cer- 
tain employes of New York City 
to enable the city to reduce its 
budget $40,000,000. 
$40,000,000. 

Gov. Roosevelt also recommended 
that a study be made of the ma- 
chinery of government in New 
York, so that laws bringing about 
certain changes can be enacted at 
the regular session of the Legisla- 
ture which opens in January. 

The Governor recommended that 
the :uawmakers in eliminating re- 
strictive salary laws permit the 
mandatory law governing teachers 
throughout the State to stand. He 
added, however, that temporery 
curtailment in the pay of school 
teachers be permitted, but cau- 
tioned against letting that curtail- 
ment be greater than the salary 
cuts in state departments. 


SAN FRANCISCO HAS COLDEST 
WEATHER IN 34 YEARS 


Temperature Down to 36 and Near- 
by Towns Have 
Snow.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 9.—The 
temperature dropped to 36 in,/San 
Francisco today, the coldest since 
1908. Oakland reported 32. Burl- 
ingame and San Mateo, on the San 
Francisco peninsula, shivered as 
snow whirled about house tops for 
the first time in 30 or 40 years. 
Flakes drifted over San Francisco 
but melted in most places as they 
hit the ground. 

Across the bay, Oakland, Berke- 
ley and Alameda residents also had 
an o rtunity to toss snowballs. 
There were traces of snow as far 
south as Fresno. The snow was 
general up the coast of California, 
first being reported at Eureka 
early in the day. It extended inland 
over valleys and mountains and the 
Sierra and Siskiyou Peaks and 
forced suspension of transconti- 
nental mail and passenger air -ser- 
vice.

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$5000 SCHOOL 
FUNDS ALSO GONE 
FRO AYERS BAN 


Board Says Money Was 
Transferred to Invest- 
ment Firm Headed by 
President of Depository. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JACKSONVILLE, Ill, Dec 0.— 
A third charge of conversion of 
trust funds to the use of the Ayers 
National Bank and its president, M. 
F. Dunlap, before the bank failed 
Nov. 21, is being investigated by 
Federal bank examiners. As in the 
two previously announced cases, the 
alleged conversion of funds was 
made through a custodian who was 
also an employe of the bank, and 
who placed Dunlap’s wishes ahead 
of security for the trust interests. 
Members of the Township School 
Board said they discovered that 
about $60,000, which they had be- 
lieved to be on deposit in the bank, 


had been withdrawn and placed 
with the Dunlap & Russel Co., an 
investment concern headed by the 
president of the Ayers National. 

The township school treasurer is 
E. M. Dunlap, vice-president of the 
Ayers National Bank, and a relative 
of its president. 

An aéditional $51,000 of school 
funds, recently obtained through 
collection of taxes, and still in the 
care of the Sheriff as acting tax 
collector, was regularly on deposit 
in the bank. It bad not been 
turned over to E. M. Dunlap as 
treisurer. The loss of the $60,000, 
it is feared, will seriously hamper 
the operations of the local schools, 
and may necessitate closing of 
some of the smaller schools, and 
retrenchment in the others. 


Unless a grand jury investiga- 
tion of the bank’s affairs is made, 
the exact state of affairs will not 
be known until the recéiver’s re- 
port is made, perhaps several 
months hence. The State’s Attor- 
ney thus far has no specific com- 
plaint on which to act in calling a 
grand jury inquiry. Neither M. F. 
nor E. M. Dunlap can be reached 
for a statement as to the use of the 
trust funds in the president's final 
desperate effort to save the bank; 
which had deposits of $5,500,000 
when it closed. 

The Federal bank examiners, in 
charge of the bank since its clos- 
ing, today said they were making 
a thorough examination of the in- 
terlocking of bank positions and 
treasurerships of deposited funds. 

As told exclusively in Wednes- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, W. G. Goebel, 
cashier of the Ayers National, was 
treasurer of Illinois College, which 
kept its endowment, consisting 
largely of bonds, in a safe deposit 
box at the bank. Goebel, at Dun- 
lap’s request, took $504,000 worth of 
bonds from the box and gave them 
to Dunlap, who used them as col- 
lateral for loans of $295,000 obtained 
from banks in St. Louis, Chicago 
and National City, Ill. 

College officials, who say they 
did not authorize this use of the 
endowment bonds, are trying to 
recover equities in them, but fear 
that the college, which is 103 years 
old, has lost the greater part of its 
endowment. ,

Among other activities to be con- 
solidated in the new division would 
be the Bureau of Reclamation, the 
Geologica] Survey, the ‘Commission 
of Fine Arts, all of which are al 
ready in the Department of Inte- 
rior, and the office of supervising 
architect, which would be broken 
off from the Treasury Department. 

River, Harbor, Flood Control. 

Explaining the suggested transfer 
of river, harbor and flood control 
work from the army engineers to 
the Interior Department, the Presi- 
dent points out that this work re- 
lates to the national defense in only 
the most indirect manner. He says 
the work was originally placed’ un- 
der the War Department because 
at that time it was the only Gov- 
ernment establishment possessing a 
qualified group of engineers. He 
adds that the prosecution of this 
work under the army engineers has 
caused that corps to expand beyond 
the point to which it would have 
grown if its duties had beén con- 
fined to strictly military activities. 

He proposes that the services of 
engineer offices shal] continue to 
be available by detail in the per- 
formance of river and harbor 
work. 

The President says the Bureau 
of Public Roads, which administers 
the Federal Aid Road Act, no long- 
er has any real connection with the 
Department of Agricluture and 
clearly should be transferred to the 
public works group. : 

The office of the supervising 
architect, now in the Treasury De- 
partment, makes surveys of public 
building requirements, draws up 
plans for Government © buildings, 
awards the contracts and super- 
vises their construction. This of- 
fice, the President points out, log- 
ically belongs in the proposed new 
division. 

Another New Grouping. 

As another new grouping, the 
President proposes a division of 
education, health and recreation in 
the Department of the Interior, un- 
der one of the present assistant 
secretaries, and in this division he 
would place, among other agencies, 
the office of education, the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs, and the Public 
Health Service, which is now in 
the Treasury Department. The ad- 
ministrative duties of the Federal 
Board of Vocational Education 
would also be absorbed by the new 
division. 


Outstanding among these items 
is the proposal that the Public 
Health Service shall be taken from 
the Treasury. The President says 
that this service obviously has no 
legitimate place in the Treasury but 
should constitute a central ofgan- 
ization around which the other 
health services of the Government 
should be grouped. 

The Public Health Service dates 
from 1798. It has broad duties 
ranging from the m@dical inspec- 
tion of immigrants to general in- 
vestigations in the field of public 
health. Its activities were greatly 
expanded by the World War, and 
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herent natural resources. ~ This 
group, to be under the direction of 
an Assistant Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, would take over the forest 
service, the General Land Office 
the Biological Survey, the Bureau 
of Chemistry and Soils, and various 
segments of other bureaus.

The duties of 
the Federal Oil Conservation Board 
would be vested in the Bureau of 
Mines of the Department of Com- 
merce and the board itself would be 
abolished. . 

The functions of the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian would be transferred 
to and consolidated with the De- 
partment of Justice. 

The duties of the Employes’ Com- 
pensation Commission would’ be 
given to other agencies, leaving 
this commission to serve merely in 
an advisory capacity pending its 
complete abolition. The Employes’ 
Compensation Commission is now 
an indepenjent agency with Mrs.

Bureau of Efficiency. 

The duties of the Bureau of Effi- 
ciency and certain of the duties of 
the General.

With Wanderwell.

Coroner’s jury returned a verdict] 


today that Capt. Walter Wander- 
well, adventurer, “came to his 
death the night of wWec. 5 from 
gunshot wounds inflicted by an un- 
known person on the ship, Carma, 
docked at Long Beach. From the 
evidence produced we find the kill- 
ing to have been with homicidal in- 
tent and v-e recommend further in- 
vestigation.” 

Detective. Lieutenant. C. M. 
Wright said a murder complaint 
would be filed against Walter J. 
Guy, 24‘year-old soldier of fortune 
held as a suspect. 

Guy’s name was not mentioned in 
testimony at the Coroner’s inquest. 

The principal witness was Cuth- 
bert Wills, chief. engineer of the 


Carma, who last saw Wanderwell | 


alive before he was. shot in the 
back. He described the visit of a 
stranger to the ship and his disap- 
pearance a moment after a shot 
was heard. 

Mrs. Aloha Wanderwell, the 
widow, provided the technical iden- 
tification required. 

Wills described the appearance 
of a gray-suited stranger at a port 
hole of a dining saloon, where the 
engineer and several others were 
seated, discussing the final details 
of the cruise to the South Seas on 
which the Carma was to- have 
started in a few days. 

Heard Captain Speak to Caller. 

The man inquired for the cap- 
tain and Wills said he took him to 
Wanderwell, who was standing on 
the deck before his cabin. | 

“After I heard Capt. Wanderwell 
speak to the man, I went back to 
the mess room,” Wills continued. 
“Edmund Zeranski, the motion pic- 
ture cameraman, began playing 
some records on a phonograph. We 
sat talking while the music went 
on about 10 minutes. 

“The phonograph was still play- 
ing, an old blues tune, when the 
sound of a shot shattered through 
the music and then an awful 
scream. 

“It was a man’s high-pitched 
scream, coming about a second aft- 
er the shot. I ran.out. The others 
ran out with me. We looked all 
over the boat and up at the deck 
but didn’t see anything. 

“Then we noticed that the door 
of the social hall, where Capt. Wan- 
derwell had his quarters, was 
standing open. We looked inside 
with a light. We saw him lying 
there dead, in the corner.” 

Apparently Knew Visitor. 

Wills testified Wanderwell ap- 
peared to be acquainted with the 
stranger. 

“When the captain saw him,” 
Wills continued, “he spoke to him 
casually and in a manner not un- 
friendly nor friendly. He just said 
‘Hello.’ 

Wills described the man. His de- 
scription, police say, corresponded 
to that of Guy. 

Another witness, Marian Smith of 
Rockmart, Ga., said she was a stu- 
dent, 19 years of age. She said she 
had joined the cruise for her board, 
doing cooking and other tasks, and 
came aboard’ “just to travel.”

Hiram Johnson’s Amend- 
ment to Hawes-Cutting 
Bill Abolishes Proposed 
Quota of 100. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The 
Senate this afternoon adopted an 
amendment to the Hawes-Cutting 
Philippine independence bill pro- 
viding for total exclusion of Fill- 


pinos from the United States, in 
stead of allowing an annual quotg 
of 100. 

Sponsored by Senator Johnson 
(Rep.), California, it was adopted 
on a standing vote after authors of 
the bill had urged its rejection as 
the possible cause of resentment. 

Johnson contended the language 
was the same, however, as used in 
other immigration laws dealing 
with Asiatics. . 

His amendment provides that 
“no person ineligible to become a 
citizen of the United States shall 
be admitted under the quota.” 

Senator Hawes (Dem.), Missouri, 
said that language had been avoid- 
ed in order not to cause offense to 
the islands. 

Senator Cutting (Rep.), New 
Mexico, said no objection would be 
made to that after the islands had 
independence, but the Filipinos 
would recent the action while they 
were still under the American flag. 

“Most Ungrateful People.” 

Senator Robinson (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, supported Johnson’s amend- 
ment, saying the Filipinos had 
shown themselves as “the most un- 
grateful people in the world. I 
don’t see that they are entitled to

DS REPORTS OCTOBER 


EMPLOYMENT INGREASE 


Rise in Payrolis Also Noted But 
industrial Output Remains- 
Unchanged. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—An in- 
crease in employment and larger 
payroll disbursements.during Octo- 
ber are reported by the Commerce 


Department in its monthly review. 

Industrial output, it said, re 
mained unchanged by virtue of fur- 
ther increase in mineral produc- 
tion, chiefly coal. Manufacturing 
production was slightly lower and 
the consumed goods which have 
been responsible for recent in- 
creases showed some recession. The 
decline in textiles was not pro 
nounced but came at a period when 
there usually is an increase. 

The department said the decline 
in output of foodstuffs and tobacco 
manufactures was greater than the 
seasonal movement, but in the 
leather industry the decline was 
less than seasonal. In the heavy 
industries a relatively better show- 
ing was made except in automobiles 
where a new low was reached. The 
iron, steel, lumber, cement and elec- 


(| tric power industries all showed 


gains for the month. 

Freight carloadings expanded 
more than the seasonal amount but 
dropped off the middle of Novem- 
ber, while commodity prices, the 
department said, continued re- 
actionary during October. 
“Employment increased further 
during October, marking the third 
successive monthly gain,” the re- 
port said, “but the increase was not 
as great as in the preceding month. 
Payroll disbursements increased by 
a larger percentage than did the 
number employed, whereas in the 
preceding month the gains in em- 
ployment were not reflected in pay- 
roll increases to the same extent.” 
The department said that as in 
September the largest gain in em- 
ployment was shown in the coal 
industry, while factory employment 
has moved upward since July with 
about 5 per cent expansion, adding. 
that the gains reported in Septem- 
ber in the building industry had not 
been maintained and a further re- 
cession was reported in November. 
Further decline was reported in 
October in commodity prices which 
continued in the first half of No- 
vember, but wholesale prices of 
farm products and foods again 
turned upward in the second week 
in November, though they still were 
lower than in October. 

The department said that early 
reports indicated increases in both 
wholesale and retail domestic trade 
in preparation for the holidays but 
the seasonal holdings of retail es- 
tablishments were not expected to 
reach the level of a year ago.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—The ques- 


tion of railroad progressiveness in 
keeping the equipment up-to-the- 
minute was considered before the 
Coolidge National Transportation 
Committee today at the third day 
of its hearings. 

Perry A. Wheeler of Chicago, 
president of the Railway Business 
Association, told the committee the 
steady aging of railroad equipment 
made it imperative that means of 


more rapid replacement be devised. 

A long step would be taken to- 
ward restoring prosperity, he said, 
if the roads could be financed in 
replacing worn-out equipment. 

As representative for the railway 
equipment manufacturers, Wheeler 
questioned whether larger track 
maintenance expenditures could be 
longer deferred. 

“Greater Safety for Lives.” . 

“Some plan should be devised so 
that railroad property can be kept 
up, and to provide for greater safe- 
ty for lives,” he said. “Railroad 
property is steadily growing older 
in average age. Present replace- 
ments are not sufficient to keep 
that average down.” 

He recalled that the American 
Railway Association in 1930 con- 
demned the so-called arch-bar type 
railroad car as unsafe, and ruled 
that these cars to the number of 
600,000 should be replaced with 
stronger cars of the steel-side type. 
It gave the roads until 1936 to re- 
place and re-equip the arch-bar 
cars, otherwise they would be ruled 
off the rails. Continuation of this 
program, which has been deferred 
during the depression, would take 
three years to complete and would 
throw an enormous amount of 
work to many industries, Wheeler 
explained. 

In answer to a question, he said 
he thought consolidation was “a 
practical and desirable thing,” but 
added that consolidation without 
proper co-ordination of the ,rail- 
roads with trucks and other trans- 
portation forms. would “still be a 
hodge-podzge.” 

Question by Legge. 

Alexander Legge, a member of 
the committee, asked if in Wheeler’s 
opinion the roads had been less 
progressive in modernizing equip- 
ment than other industries like the 
motor and steel companies. Legge 
said he had heard such criticisms 
frequently; that this alleged lack 
of progressiveness was due to the 
fact that the roads have held a vir- 
tual monopoly, that they operate 
under too many restrictions, are 
bothered by financing difficulties. 
and lastly have assumed a self-sat- 
isfied attitude. He asked Wheeler 
if he thought there was any basis 
for that criticism.

States; and that complete cancela- 
tion of war debts, as indicated in 
the Balfour note, is essential to 
world recovery. We cannot agree 
with these conclusions. 

Many of the loans made before 
the Armistice and substantially all 
the loans made after the Armis- 
tice were not for destruction. 

Of the amount expended in the 
United States by our debtors after 
we entered the war, both before 
and after the Armistice, most of 
which was borrowed from the 
United States Government on war 
and relief loans, less than a third 
was spend for munitions and re- 
mounts. 

Very large amounts were spent 
for food, tobacco, etc., for cotton 
and exchange, for relief and sur- 
plus supplies sold on credit, for 
repayments of commercial loans, 
and for interest. Much of the 
food, tobacco, cotton relief and 
other supplies sold on credit were 
resold by the Governments for use 
of their own civilian population. 

Money Realized on Sales. 

In certain cases these supplies 
were actually resold and the funds 
turned into the treasury of the 
debtor Governments. The amounts 
used to purchase exchange were in 
reality loans by the United States 
to the Allied countries which were 
no doubt expended by them in 
part at least in countries. other 
than the United States; they 
served to maintain the value of 
Allied currencies. Some of the 
loans made after the Armistice 
were vital to the recovery, and in- 
deed, to the very existence of the 
borrowing nations. 

It does not seem accurate, there- 
for, to treat all of what are termed 
in the United States “war debts” 
as representing sums devoted in 
their entirety to expenditures on 
destruction and totally unproduc- 
tive in so far as the borrowing 
Governments are concerned. 

The United States Government in 
reaching the settlements with its 
debtors has combined loans made 
during the war period and loans 
made after the Armistice, includ- 
ing commercial credits, funding all 
in the debt agreements. It is our 
understanding that different prac- 
tice has prevailed in Europe. The 
figures cited in the note of the 
British Government covering ad- 
vances made by the United States 
of America and advances made by 
the United Kingdom, as well as re- 
ceipts to date on these advances, 
are not therefore strictly com- 
parable. 

The note of the British Govern- 
ment also seems to us to over-em- 
phasize the influence which -war 
debt payments may have had in 
the past on world economy. With 
various observations and figures 
presented by the British Govern- 
ment in that regard the American 
Government is not in accord, but 
it does not desire to enter into de- 
tailed discussion in the face of the 
larger immediate issues. 

Other Factors of Depression. 

In general it is our view that the 
causes of this depression lie in 
much more potent forces than 
these debt transactions. We notice 
that similar conclusions have been 
indicated in the careful study pub-

It may be pointed out that the 
expenditures of American tourists 
in foreign lands during the period 
1924 to 1930 have totaled approxi- 
mately $3,900,000,000, and that dur- 
ing that period immigrant remit- 
tances have aggregated net $1,495,- 
000,000. This is in comparison to 
the total receipts of $1,673,000,000 
on account of debt settlements 
during the same period. 

Again in measuring the transfer 
question, account must be taken 
not only of trac; directly with the 
United States but of the whole area 
of international dealings. In the 
total of receipts and outgo arising 
from the international! transactions 
of both our debtors and ourselves, 
debt payments have been a rela- 
tively minor item. 

The argument that the payment 
of these debts to the United States 
has drained the gold reserves of 
other countries to the United States 
does not seem to us borne out by 
actual experience. The gold hold- 
ings of the United States at the 
time these payments upon debts 
began were about $4,028,000,000, and 
they stand now at about $4,338,000,- 
000. 

It is true that our gold supply 
has at times exceeded this sum, 
but this extra gold was demonstra- 
bly temporary deposits by other 
nations not related to debt pay- 
ments. 

Maldistribution of Gold. 

The main fault in the distribution 
of gold supplies seems to us to have 
occurred as between the different 
countries of Europe, as the gold 
supplies of Europe increased from 
about $3,018,000,000 on Jan. 1, 1924, 
to about $6,963,000,000 at present; 
the distribution of which as be 
tween the countries of Europe can- 
not be attributed to forces originat- 
ing in the United States. 

I feel I must also call attention 
to the misunderstanding which 
might arise from the following 
statement in your note: “The in- 
itiative in devising settlement of 
reparations was taken by the cred- 
itor Governments of Germany at 
Lausanne with the cognizance and 
approval of the United States Gov- 
ernment.” 

The facts in this connection were 
more accurately set out in a state- 
ment issued by the British Treasury 
on July 14, last: “Misunderstanding 
has arisen regarding Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s reference in his speech to the 
House of Commons on Monday, re- 
ferring to conversations with rep- 
resentatives of the United States. 
He did not suggest, and of course 
had no intention of suggesting, that 
representatives of the United States 
had approved, either tacitly or ex- 
plicitly, what was done at Lau- 
gsanne. The proceedings there were 
throughout on the basis that the 
course was to seek European solu- 
tion of reparations without involv- 
ing the United States in its discus- 
sion.” 

Reduction of Interest. 

In 1923 + xen the British Govern- 
ment sent a mission to settle the 
debt of Great Britain to the United 
States, the United States Treasury 
held demand obligations of Great 
Britain callifig for interest at the 
rate of 5 per cent. As a result of 
the negotiations ese obligations 
were refunded on an interest basis 
of 3% per cent, which was a lower 
rate of interest than the credit of 
either country at that time com- 


The policy adopted by the United 
States im its settlement was stated 


by the debt funding commission: 
“The commission in its settlement 
with Great Britain, made on June 
19, 1923, and in subsequent negotia- 
tions or settlements has adhered to 
the principle that the adjustments 
made with each Government must 
be measured by the ability of the 
particular Government to put aside 
and transfer to the United States 
the payments called for under the 
funding agreement. Nor does the 
principle of capacity to pay require 
the foreign debtor to pay the full 
limit of its present or future capac- 
ity. It must be permitted to pre- 
serve and improve its economic po- 
sition, to bring its budget into bal- 
ance, and to place its finances and 
currency on a sound basis, and to 
maintain, and if possible, to im- 
prove the standard of living of its 
citizens. No settlement which is 
oppressive and retards the recov- 
ery and development of the foreign 
debtor is to the best interests of 
the United States or Europe.” 

The representatives of no country 
have set their hands to any agree- 
ment which they believed at the 
time did not fulfill this policy. 


Willing to Aid Transfer. 


While it seems desirable to state 
these facts from the standpoint of 
historical accuracy and as neces- 
sary to explain the point of view 
of the American people towards 
these obligations, the real question 
raised by the British note is,how 
can the problems which arise from 
the existence of these obligations 
best be dealt with under the condi- 
tions of the world today. 


As to the payment duc on Dec. 
15, I appreciate the cogency of the 
difficulties which you present as 
to the transfer of these moneys in 
the present state of foreign ex- 
changes. ‘ 


In an endeavor to meet this situ- 
ation, it already has been suggest- 
ed to you that the President might 
be willing to recommend to the 
Congress the acceptance of depos- 
its in sterling in England, to be 
guaranteed as to dollar value and 


not interfere with the stability of 
exchange. 

This I understand your Govern- 
ment has declined in the belief that 
the existence of a large sum of 
sterling awaiting transfer would 
affect the exchange médarkets al- 
most as seriously as the actual pur- 
chase of exchange. 

According!; further informal sug- 
gestions have been made to your 
Government of methods of mini- 
mizing these difficulties which it 
has not been able to find accept- 
able. 

Recognizing these difficulties of 
effecting transfer I am confident 
that the Congress will be willing 
to consider any reasonable sugges- 
tion made by your Government 
which will facilitate payment of the 
sum due on Dec. 15. 

Accept, excellency, the renewed 
assurances of my highest consid- 
eration.

Sales Tax Critic Waxes Ironical. 
To the Editor of the Post-Vispatch: : 

N regard to the national administra- 
I tion’s advocacy of a sales tax to raise 
revenue for the purpose of helping to 
balance the Federal budget, it might be 
possible for the administration to bal- 
ance the budget more quickly by levying 
a per capita tax, payable in advance, on 
all the adult population. It would be 
practically the same in effect as a sales 
tax, and it would be even more dispro- 
portionate in relation to ability to pay. 

If a $25-a-year tax were levied upon 
the 40,000,000 people supposedly gainful- 
ly employed, there would be a return of 
one billion dollars in revenue; then, witha 
modicum of economy in governmental ex- 
penses, all the zeal of the Treasury De- 
partment could be devoted to returning 
excess-profit taxes, individual surtaxes 
and inheritance taxes to those who could 
well afford to pay taxes, instead of to re- 
ducing the public debt. 

Of course, either a sales tax on,a per 
capita tax would raise a storm of protest 
from the mass of the citizens, though 
probably a per capita tax would raise a 
greater storm of protest than a pres- 
tidigitated sales tax, as the sales tax is 
too intricate to be readily understood. 
But what does a government for special 
privilege care about the protests of or- 
dinary citizens? Imposing either a per 
capita tax or a sales tax would please 
the tycoons, and that seems to be the 
policy of the present government.

We are very much afraid that Congress, which 
seems intent upon passing @ beer bill, 1s about to 
nullify the Constitution to balance the Federal budget. 
The eighteenth amendment says: 

After one year from the ratification of this ar- 
ticle, the manufacture, sale or transportation of _ 
intoxicating liquor within, the importation there- 
of into, or the exportation thereof from the Unit- 
ed States and all territory subject’ to the juris- 

’ diction thereof, for beverage purposes, is hereby 
prohibited. 

The beer bill cannot mean anything, ner can it be 
of any aid to the Treasury, unless it violates the spir- 
it of this amendment. It is not a question of when 
liquor becomes intoxicating; that is largely a matter 
of quantity. The language of the amendment is very 
sweeping. Only sophistry could assert that any beer 
the people would want, or that would raise any reve 
nue for the Government, would be in the spirit of the 
amendment. 

Do we want this kind of government in the United 
States? If we establish in this instance a precedent 
of brushing the Constitution aside to balance the 
budget, what reason is there to believe that from 
time to time in the future we shall not ignore other 
provisions of the Constitution to do the same thing? 
Which is more important, the United States Trea- 
sury or the United States Constitution? Are we made 
of such poor stuff that we can lightly ignore a docu- 
ment that has challenged the admiration of the world 
whenever the Treasury is in trouble and we need a 
few dollars to balance the Federal budget? Lord 
Bryce said that the handful of men who made the 
American Constitution have no counterpart in his- 
tory. What would that handful of men have said of 
this proposal to abandon constitutional government 
and resort to government by expediency? 

For 12 years we have brought against national pro- 
hibition the indictment that it was violating the Bill 
of Rights in its attempts to make good the eighteenth 
amendment. We have charged that in its zeal for 
this counsel of perfection it has violated the law 
against unreasonable search and seizure, the right 
of castle, the right of the people to be secure in their 
persons and effects, their constitutional assurance 
that they shall not be exposed to double jeopardy. 
We have challenged the right of government to 
employ entrapments as a means of enforcing the pro- 
hibition laws. We have denied its right to make good 
its ends by tapping wires, a practice in which Justice 
Brandeis has said. the Government itself becomes an 
outlaw. We have demanded that the people be deliv- 
ered from snoopers and smellers, from Paul Prys and 
from Peeping Toms. 

How consistently, then, can we say that we are 
any better than the zealots of prohibition were, or 
that the Constitution is anything more to us than it 
was to them? Certainly, if we can brush the eight- 
eenth amendment aside to balance the budget, we put 
ourselves in the same category which has for more 
than a decade enjoyed our heartiest maledictions. 
Congress is making a mess of the whole prohibi- 
tion matter. Its way was clear. It should first have 
passed the Garner resolution which will start repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment. It has not had the 
honesty and the courage to do this. Such hypocrites 
have we become, and so fixed is our habit of trying 
to find the dark and devious way in public life, we 
can only think in this grave moment of some dark- 
lantern device, of putting the cart before the horse. 
A plague upon such thoughtlessness, such time-serv- 
ing, such appalling apostasy to public decency! 
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A MEMORIAL THAT LIVES. 
Music lovers whose recollections go back to the 
concerts Edward MacDowell was playing as the cen- 
tury died will be interested to know that the creative 
colony founded in his memory at Peterboro, N. H., 
has rounded out a full quarter century of productive 
Sponsored through the years by Mrs. 
MacDowell, who survived her husband’s early death 
from overwork, this cluster of woodland cottages has 


in the fine arts realm. In music, in painting, in 
sculpture, in poetry, in prose, it has been and is an 
unostentatious center for artistic production. 

To the west rises the sheltering mass of Thoreau’s 
Mount Monadnock; roundabout stretches the rolling 
New England countryside. There worthy and promis- 
ing students of music have found quiet charm and 
the means to expression as the maples flamed, while 
novelists and poets have worked in stimulating se- 
clusion among the birches on spring mornings and 
through long summer afternoons.

There could be no more fitting memorial to him than 
that which perpetuates his expressive spirit among 
the trees north of Boston. 
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MR. HOOVER’S GRACIOUS ACT. 

~ Mr. Hoover has paid his last visit as President to 
his camp on the Rapidan, since, before another out- 
ing season arrives, he will have left the White House. 
He might have kept the camp, whose site and im- 
provements cost him $215,000, for use in possible fu- 
ture residence or visits in the East. Or he might 
have sold it. That he has done neither, but has given 
it to the State of Virginia for eventual transfer to 
Shenandoah National Park, is a gracious act, for 
which Mr. Hoover deseryes that State’s and the na- 
tion’s gratitude. 

The President suggests that the camp be reserved 
for the use of future Presidents. In this, he seconds 
the view expressed by then President Coolidge, in the 
Post-Dispatch fiftieth anniversary edition, just four 
years ago today, of the need for a summer week-end 
residence for presidential use. The humid climate of 
Washington and the arduous labors of the presidency 
create the need fot such a retreat in the nearby wood- 
ed, mountainous district, Mr. Coolidge said. 

Mr. Hoover found pleasant recreation on the Rap- 
idan, an escape, in his own words, from the “pneu- 
matic hammer of constant personal contacts.” He cre- 
ated there an informa] atmosphere for official con- 
ferences, and the list of those who were guests at the 
camp in the last three years is a roster of distin- 
guished names. Included is that of Premier Mac- 
Donald, whose conversation with Mr. Hoover while 
they sat on a log there is written large in the his- 
tory of their respective nations. 

So we are to havé a presidential retreat much along 
the lines of Mr. Coolidge’s recommendation. Its ac- 
ceptance should be whole-hearted. Expansion and 
necessary road-building will have to await a better 
supplied Treasury, but its facilities will give Mr.

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JAPAN AND THE LEAGUE. 


.~ Nothing illustrates better the power of interna- 


tional opinion than the defi hurled at the League of 


‘Nations Assembly by Yosuke Matsuoka, the Japanese 


delegate. Hotly resenting a resolutioh condemning 
the Manchurian adventure, offered by Spain, the Irish 


asserted that all the people of Japan are behind the 
militarists in their Manchurian policy. He defied the 
League to do its worst. 

Its worst, of course, has already been done. The 
Lytton report placed Japan outside the pale of in- 
ternational society. The Japanese know it, and right 
grievously do they feel it. Matsuoka wants to know 
if the League thinks the 65,000,000 people in Japan 
are all mad. But if we may judge by reports from 
Japan, there is far from unanimity amofig them upon 
the Manchurian policy. The League does not, of 
course, think they are mad. It thinks they are un- 
wise to let their military machine so run amuck as 
it did in Manchuria and at Shanghai. Burke insisted 
that a nation cannot be indicted, to which we agree. 
However, nations can be badly led. They always 
are badly led when militarism captures the govern- 
ment. . ; 

The world is seeing here a spectacle which will al- 
most certainly have a place in the pageant of time. 
The Japanese are behind the spfrit of the age. They 
are, it is true, only doing what other empires have 
done; but they are doing it too late. There has 
arisen in the world a something that did not exist 
when the old empires engaged in conquest. It is the 
moral indignation of men everywhere, the one single 
fine thing that came out of the World War. Eventu- 
alities determine the course of human destiny, and 
war eventually came to a knockdown among 26 na- 
tions. It exposed the weakness of war. Stripped of 
its glamour and deprived of its romance, it stood out 
as the most hideous specter of the ages. Jesus said 
that “they who take the sword shall perish with 
the sword,” which we have found to be true upon 
any theater of action, even the world itself. 

The Japanese militarists did not see this. They 
continued to dwell in the old order, and so thought

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HOW BRYAN’S DAUGHTER VOTED. 

One more reference to the House vote on the resolu- 
tion to remove prohibition from the Constitution.

It was a stand 
that leaves the spite work of the sullen lame ducks 
in sorry contrast. 
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END OF THE WILKERSON EPISODE. 

The withdrawal by Federal Judge James H. Wil- 
kerson of Chicago as a presidential appointee to the 
Federal Circuit Court of Appeals is a victory of first 
importance for the people. It marks another step for- 
ward along the arduous highway which a nation must 
travel toward economic and social justice, and as 
such it deserves to be widely noted.

ed two years ago. Judge Kenneth Mackintosh of the 
State of Washington is another member of the Fed- 
eral judiciary who has feudal ideas about the rights 
of labor. Nominated for the Circuit Court of Appeals 
along with Judge Wilkerson, and likewise opposed 
by organized labor, he is now. before the Senate for 
confirmation. Noteworthy, too, is the fact that both 
were sponsored by men defeated for re-election in No- 
vember, Wilkerson by Senator Glenn of Illinois, Mack- 
intosh by the late Senator Jones. 

Were it not for the vigilance of the Senate, appoint- 
ments to the bench of men like Wilkerson, Mackin- 
tosh and Parker would go through without effective 
opposition. Outmoded philosophies would be continued 
in the judiciary. The fight for economic freedom 
would be severely hindered. Such is one debt the 
nation owes to the ever-watchful group of Senators 
‘led by that veteran of many battles for progress, Nor- 
ris of Nebraska. 

As for the close of the Wilkerson episode, it may 
be summed up thus: He expounded a repudiated 
philosophy; he was sponsored by a repudiated Sen- 
ator; he was appointed by a repudiated President. His

Too Much Is Too “Much 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. 
OV. ROOSEVELT has been forced to 
cut short his stay at Warm Springs, 
interrupt his consideration of national 
affairs and plunge himself into the intricate 


financial and administrative difficulties of - 


New York City. The Herald Tribune’s cor- 
respondent, Ernest Lindley, writing from 
the Roosevelt train, says that Mr. Roose- 
velt’s intimate associates have felt for some 
time that he would like te wind up his 
career in Albany by lending a hand to the 
reorganization of the New York City Gov- 
ernment. It is impossible. No human mind 
can deal effectively with the complex of 
national and international problems for 
which Mr. Roosevelt must shape policies, 
and at the same time be Governor of New 
York State and reformer and savior of New 
York City. 

It is now plain to all that Mr.. Roosevelt 
as President-elect must not only assume the 
ultimate command of the Democrats in the 
present Congress, but must prepare him- 
self for a special session shortly after his 
inauguration. Barely three months remain 
before he must assume the administrative 
burdens of the presidency. In these three 
months, he has an opportunity for study, 
reflection and considered planning such as 
he will never have again. It would be a 
thousand pities if he wasted any of this 
time by letting himself be diverted, dis- 
tracted, and wearied with a multiplicity of 
affairs. If he tried to do everything he is 
called upon to do, he will do nothing well. 
No one could. No man alive can, at one 
and the same time, make responsible de- 
cisions for the nation, for its largest state 
and for its largest city. 

Fortunately, Mr. Roosevelt can reduce 
this burden. He can resign the governor- 
ship of New York and turn the office over 
to Lieutenant-Governor Lehman, who is 
also the Governor-elect. This will give Mr. 
Lehman the power which should go with 
the responsibility which will shortly: be his 
anyway, and it will relieve Mr. Roosevelt 
‘of a responsibility which he need not and 
should not attempt to carry. | 


Anyone who will come to Washington to 
make inquiries among Congressmen in or- 
der to learn the popular sentiment they 
reflect, will quickly conclude, I .think, that 
the critical period of the new administra- 
tion will be at the very beginning. The 
new Congress will be largely composed of 
novices. It will] mean well toward the 
President. But it will lack clear ideas and 
Unless Mr. Roosevelt 
crystallizes its opinions promptly about a 
definite program, unless he provides it from 
the very outset with a working philosophy, 
with a set of administration bills and with 
the cohesive influences of a President who 
knows just what he wants, he will have a 
very difficult time with this ' 

He cannot improvise such leadership after 
March 4, and he cannot prepare for it in 
odd half-hours in Albany during a special 
session of the State Legislature. If Mr. 
Roosevelt is prudent, he will divest himself 
of responsibility in Albany, return to Warm 
Springs and devote himself to formulating 
his major policies, to testing out his advis- 
ers, to working out his ideas in legislative 


form and to conserving his energy for the 
future. Mr. Roosevelt has had much to say 
about planning. A good place to begin would 
be by planning the best use of the relative 
leisure which still remains to him. 

American public men in the management 
of their own lives are usually the most help- 
less creatures in the world. The demands 
upon them are infinite, and very few know 
how to preserve for themselves the time 
needed for study and consideration. Often 
it seems that more of them are ruined by 
an inability to brush. aside interruptions 
than by any other course. Few of them 
have learned to say no to invitations, to 
refuse themselves to the unending stream 
of visitors, to shut their minds against un- 
necessary problems which are thrust upon 
them. 
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The result is-that the greater part of 
their time and energy goes into the least 
important part of their task. They spend 
a day and a night traveling somewhere or 
other to make a speech, and they have 10 
absent-minded minutes between useless ap- 
pointments to read a report. They spend 
hours with bores, celebrities and nabobs, 
and minutes with experts who could really 
advise them. Their offices are as private 
as the waiting room of a railroad station, 
and their thoughts as consecutive as a ra- 
dio program, 

The great leader and the great executive 
in public affairs is never the man who tries 
to cook everyone’s dinner and sew the but- 
tons on everyone’s shirt. He is the man 
who, in the words of Mr. Justice Holmes, 
has an instinct forthe jugular, who strikes 
only at the vital points, and lets others do 
the Barbering and manicuring of public life. 
Simplicity and concentration produce lu- 
cidity and decision, and these in turn pro- 
duce effectiveness and confidence. 

The man of affairs is only a human being, 
with limited capacity and limited time and 
strength. He cannot be the Great White 
Father to all the world and an elected 
Providence to his nation, The temptation is 
to try to be. It must be sternly resisted. 
If he is to survive at all under the pressure 
of modern affairs, he must make up his 
mind once and for all that he will prefer 
the most important things to the less im- 
portant ones, the central to the peripheral, 
and that he will let somebody else besides 
himself play a part in running the world.

But ¢he young women in charge 
of the sale in their own way have 
become conversant with them and, 
what is more, have watched close- 
ly the 10,000 odd persons who have 
gone to the sale. If they don't know 
much about the intrinsic value of 
books—they freely admit this— 
they at least are talkative about 
the queer pageant which the sale 
has presented, 

Chiefly they tell of the shabbijly- 
dressed Negro, well along in his 
fifties, who walked from the slums 
of East St. Louis the day before the 
sale opened so he could be the first 
person there. He wanted a copy of 
“The Flags of All Nations.” As he 
searched the place for the book he 
reminded the attendants that the 
Negroes had their own flag before 
the Civil War. He did not find 
the book, but 10 minutes after he 
left to walk back home a copy 
turned up in an obscure corner. 
But there was another Negro 
there at the operiing and he got 
what he wanted. Five minutes 
after activities began he put down 
his nickel and walked out with a 
copy of “Is Sex Necessary?” That 
started a string of Negroes coming 
but they, oddly enough, confined 
themselves to religious books and 
gobbled up everything from Episco- 
pal sermons to tracts on Christian 
Science. 

Many Valuable Books. 

And so began what was a novel 
undertaking for the Junior League 
and what has subsequently proved 
to be quite an event for book-loving 
St. Louisans. Many valuable books 
were there and, if one had the 
patience to wade through piles of 
what can charitably be called trash, 
he found real gems. 

But the persons who were after 
McGuffy’s readers didn’t want to 
do any wading. They knew their 
book and they wanted to be sure to 
get it. Days before the sale open- 
ed grizzled men asked if any copies 
of McGuffy’s Third Reader turn 
up would they be reserved. 

The young women didn’t know 
how valuable these readers were. 
In them were first printed, “Mary 
Had a Little Lamb” and “Twinkle, 
Twinkle Little Star.” A man named 
McGuffy began issuing them in 
1832 and they were used widely in 
the Middle West. Not long ago 
Henry Ford began collecting them. 
There were several copies of the 
readers there, too, but they were, 
like “Caesar’s Gallic War,” for sale 
for 10 cents among the old school 
books. 

The school books sold rapidly, 
but not to children. Elderly peo- 
ple who felt they were cheated out 
of an education in childhood 
bought them. One man in this class 
waited for three hours to see if 
anything on philosophy were 
orought in. Nothing in particular, 
just so it was philosophy. A 
woman couldn’t pronounce “psy- 
chology” but she wanted some 
books on it. 

Run on Scott’s Books. 
Then there was the unprece- 
dented run on Scott, especially on 
“Ivanhoe.” Who reads Scott today? 
When one of the attendants went 


she was going to help the Junior 
League by buying a copy of “Ivan- 
hoe.” She needed it for night 
school at Soldan and so did the 
whole class. 

Many of the books carried me- 
mentoes of their owners. In an 
old dictionary was found a pass, 
issued in 1862, for the bearer to go 
behind the Union lines. In another 
book was a post card from one 
polite young lady to another which’ 
said, “Say, you are crazy, I wasn’t 
at the camp. I was at Lake For 
est not Lake Geneva.” 

Of course, if you had ever lost a 
book you went to the sale to find 
it. And in many cases you prob- 
ably did. One of the attendants

The individual trustees, Harry 
Scullin, president of the steel com- 
pany, and son of John Scullin, and 
Charles L. Gilbert, desire to make 
the loan of the estate’s funds to the 
steel company. The bank, in its 


suit filed yesterday, names Scullin 
and Gilbert, its co-trustees, as de- 
fendants, and names also the bene- 
ficiaries under the will, including 
Mrs. May Eunice de Gheest and 
Mrs. Leonore M. Clark, daughters 
of John Scullin; Henry Scullin, a 
brother, and several grandchildren. 
The bank’s petition sets forth 
that the trustees, under. John Scul- 
lin’s will, have power to dispose of 
any part of the estate, but are for- 
bidden to invest in speculative se- 
curities, or property other than 
may be necessary to prevent the 
loss of securities alfeady held by 
the estate. 
The estate owns $1,500,000 deben- 
ture notes of the steel company, 
and it states that Harry Scullin and 
Gilbert now hold that the proposed 
loan of $300,000 to the company 
would protect these debentures.

Market street of that time, in an 
address by McCune Gill, vice-pres- 
ident of the Title Insurance Corpo- 
ration and living encyclopedia of 
St. Louis history, at the club’s 
luncheon yesterday at Hotel Statler. 
As the audience came pack to 
earth and to 1932 after its joy-ride 
of 1832,'it voted unanimously to 
initiate a movement for a double 
marking of the older St. Louis 
streets, so that the French names 
might be perpetuated along with 
the more prosaic new. 
Market street was Rue Bonhomme, 
or the farmers’ road, 100 years 
ago, Gill related, because farmers 
used it to carry their produce to 
the French viilage built about the 
Place d’Armes, or square, on the 
river front. Americans forging

the prairies found the, street 30 
French feet wide, or 36.973 English 
feet. They succeeded in having it 
widened to 40 feet. In 1932 it is be- 
ing widened from 60 to 100 feet.

charrette, or French carriage, driv- 
en by a Negro slave, for the imag- 
inary ride of 1832. Before they left 
the levee he pointed out that most 
of the boats moored there were 
equipped with sails, sweeps or tow- 
lines, but a few were new-fangled 
steamboats expected to bring great 
trade’ to the village. Here, also, 
was the two-story market house, on 
the south side of Rue Bonhomme, 
extending to Walnut street. 

Old French Names. 

North and south streets were to 

be numbered, and east and west 
streets named after trees, as in 
Philadelphia, former home of Wil- 
liam Carr Lane, first Mayor, and 
John B. C.’ Lucas, large landowner. 
But Gill, as a citizen honoring tra- 
dition, opposed that. He advocated 
preservation of the French names 
given by Pierre Laclede Liguest, 
who laid out the town in copy of 
New Orleans—Rue Royal (Main 
street) at the river, Rue de )’Hglise 
(Second), to be the site of the 
Church of St. Louis for more than 
100 years, and Rue des Granges 
(Third), or the street of the barns. 
At the Rue des Granges Gill 
pointed out a. landmark, a 30-foot 
wooden Calvary with a stone base 
on a promontory south of Olive 
and East of Fourth. To the south, 
near Fourth and Walnut, were the 
remains of the Fort of San Carlos, 
a round stone tower and a wooden 
stockade inclosing a few ruined 
buildings. 
From the crest of the hill near 
Fourth street a great prairie 
stretched westward. Auguste Chou- 
teau owned the land south of Mar- 
ket and Lucas vwned that north to 
St. Charles street in 300-acre tracts, 
extending to Jefferson avenue, 
which he had bougat for $4000. 
Litigation over that property led 
to the impeachment of the Federal 
Judge, Peck, first of this district, 
who was acquitted. 


City’s First Subdivision. 


Here Gill pointed to St. Louis’ 
first subdivision, on the Lucas prop- 
erty, and its first real estate ad- 
vertisement, which insisted that the 
air on the hill was more “salubri- 
ous” than under the bluffs. It was 
timely;"for there was an epidemic 
of cholera in 1832. But few villag- 
ers, Gill remarked, wanted to live 
so far out as Fifth, Sixth or Sev- 
enth streets. 

At Fourth street was a square, 
with a town pillory and whipping 
post. To the southwest was a 
graveyard for those outside the 
church. Here was buried Pontiac, 
noted Indian warrior, who had 
come to his French friends here 
when a sort of depression fell on 
his business of harassing the Zn- 
glish in the north. Pontiac had got 


at Cahokia, where some of his In- 
dian. enemies caught and killed 
him. 

At Seventh, “extreme limit of civ- 
ilization,” stood a pretentious stone 
house, the Lucas home. It had

“the only source of water,” which, 
Gill added, “still runs—though care- 
fully piped to a sewer—directly be-

Where Webster Spoke. 


On down the little lane which con- 
tinued the road of the farmers west- 
ward the sightseers came upon an 
impressive walnut grove. In the 
center was a clearing where the 
town held its picnics. In the year 
before, or 1831, Daniel Webster had 
spoken on the Fourth of July—and 
complained bitterly of everything, 
but most of the distance he had to 
travel from the village. And that, 
Gill added, was the site of the Bell 
Telephone Building. 

Farther along the lane stakes 
marked out another Lucas subdivi- 
sion. But Lucas had no hope of 
obtaining the prevailing price—$15 
@ foot—from suburbanites who 
would have to walk all the way to 
the river to shop, and so he pro- 
posed a new market in what is now, 
the Twelfth boulevard plaza. 

Just north of the market the hay 
wagons would stand and just north 
of them the wood carts, and with 
one of those carts, trying to sell his 
cordwood, was to stand “a crusty 
little man who would one day lead 
the victorious armies in a war to 
free the slaves, such as the slave 
driving our charrette, and later 
would become President of the 
United States.” He referred to Ulys- 
ses S. Grant. 

Where Dred Scott Hid. 

Westward, in a little hollow at 
Thirteenth street, a little rivulet 
ran “and still runs.” In a thicket 
here hid a runaway slave, Dred 
Scott, whose escapade was made 
into a famous test case and had 
much to do with the inception of 
the Civil War. 

Climbing a hill to the westward, 
the charrette passed the mouth of 
@ great cave at the crest, near 
Eighteenth street. Villagers then 
looked forward to its use for stor- 
ing beer. Later it was so used, 
“when none foresaw the industry 
would go through such a remark- 
able phase as prohibition, or that, 
through the peculiar circumstance 
of being deprived of their source of 
revenue, the brewers would sell it 
to the Government as the site of a 
Postoffice for $970,000." 

Southward, where Union Station 
stands, was a great arm of Chou- 
feau’s Pond, formed by his mill 
dam at Seventh and Spruce. North- 
ward was @ sp , called Camp 
spring, the center of tent villages 
from Indian times down through 
the Mexican War. 

West of Jefferson avenue, where 
a fence marked the west line of 


Lucas’ property, Rue Bonhomme 
veered to the southwest through

West of it, Gill told-the sightseers, 
Charles Gratiot had a grant of 5000 
acres, three miles square. At the 
western end of it lay another lane 
called Big Bend road, because it 
ran southwest to the Big Bend of 
the Meramec, near ‘Hills.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.--One of 


the three legs on the featherweight 
throne—that which Kid Chocolate 
holds by grace of the New York 
State Athletic Commission — may 
find itself in new hands tonight. 

Bidding for a share in the title 
now claimed jointly by Chocolate, 
Tommy Paul and Baby Arizmendi, 
is Fidel Labarba, once world king 
of the flyweights. Labarba’s third 
chance at the 126-pound crown in 
less than two years takes him into 
the ring at Madison Square Gar- 
den to face Chocolate in a 15-round 
bout duly tagged with a champion- 
ship label by the State Commission. 

The Cuban Negro today weighed 
in at 125% pounds, one-half pound 
under the class limit. La Barba 
weighed 124. 

The overnight odds favored Choc- 
olate, but the fast and clever Ha- 
vana Negro was no better than a 
7-to-5 choice. And what is more to 
the point, the socalled “wise 
money” was going, hook, line and 
sinker, for Labarba. 

Pair Have Met Twice. 

The sturdy Californian has met 
Chocolate twice before and held the 
Cuban all even. Chocolate won 
their first duel on points in May, 
1929, but Labarba earned a decision 
in a return battle in November, 
1930. 

Tonight’s bout again will offer 
an: interesting study in contrast- 
ing fistic styles. Chocolate, a 
skillful boxer, fast on his feet and 
lightning quick with his fists, does 
his best work at long range. He 
doesn't like to be crowded. Labar- 
ba, stocky and durable, fights an 
aggressive plan of battle, coming in 
close whenever possible. Chocolate 
is the sharper hitter, although La- 
barba’s body attack, especially with 
the left hand, is just as effective as 
the Cuban's cleaner hitting, direct- 
ed mostly at the head. 

Chocolate will have wide advan- 
tages in height and réach, and at 
25 he is two years younger than 
Labarba’s: But the Californian has 
the greater stamina and the 15- 
round route favors his chances. 
Chocolate, in recent 10-round 
matches, has shown a tendency to 
tire. 

Labarba’s first “shot” at the 
featherweight title came in May, 
1931, when he tackled Christopher 
(Bat) Battalino in a 15round bout 
here. The Californian fought one 
of the worst fights of his career 
that night and took a sound beat- 
ing. 

How Chocolate Won Title. 

Early this year he entered a Na- 
tional Boxing Association elimina- 
tion tournament at Detroit, but was 
eliminated by Johnny Pena of New 
York in the semi-finals, although 
most critics thought he had won 
the match by a wide margin. 

Chocolate won New York State 
recognition as featherweight cham- 
pion by stopping Lew Feldman of 
New York in the twelfth round of 
a 15-round bout here in August. 
Paul, a Buffalo boy, is recognized 
by the N. B. A., while Arizmendi, 
the Mexican Flash, completes the 
“championship” triumvirate through 
recognition by the California State 
Commission. 

The main bout {is scheduled for 
around 9 p. m. (St. Louis time).

CHICKEN POT ROAST 


In another column on pot roasts 
of this section today will be found 
a recipe for this. Get a chicken 
large enough and cook enough po- 
tatoes for Wednesday dinner to 
have left-overs in chicken and po- 
tatoes au gratin on Thursday. 

Baked Halibut Steak. 

Dip slices of halibut steak in 
salted milk, then in crumbs, place 
in greased pan and bake in hot 
oven until well browned. Just be- 
fore removing from the oven pour 
in a small can of tomatoes strained, 
seasoned and heated, or a can of 
tomato soup instead. 

Cranberry Velvet. 

Four cups cranberries, three cups 
water, two cups sugar, one-half cup 
nuts, one tablespoon cornstarch 
dissolved in one tablespoon water, 
one-half teaspoon vanilla. Cook 
berries in water until they stop 
popping; press through a fine 
sieve. Add sugar; return to fire 
and, when boiling, stir in corn- 
starch paste. Remove from fire; 
add nuts and vanilla. Serve ice 
cold, with cream. 

Spiced Apples. 

Cut tart cooking apples in thick 
slices and cook slowly in a spiced 
syrup colored red. “Make the syrup 
by boiling one and a half cups of 
sugar, one cup: water for five min- 
utes, then adding one teaspoon of 
whole cloves, a stick of cinnamon 
and a few drops of red food color- 
ing. 


Baked Veal Cutlet. 

Have veal cutlet cut about half 
an inch thick. Sprinkle with flour, 
salt and pepper and brown quickly 
in a little hot fat in a frying pan. 
Drain the fat from the pan, add 
one-half cup boiling water and two 
tablespoons tomato catsup. Cover 
the .pan and bake in a moderate 
oven for 40 to 60 minutes. Fifteen 
minutes before serving, sprinkle

Peel oranges, pull sections apart, 
and strip the skin from each sec- 
tion. Arrange sections on lettuce, 
with slices of raw white onion. 
Serve with any desired dressing. 

Parsnip Fritters, 

To two. cups parsnips, mashed or 
put through a colander, add two 
well beaten eggs and two table- 
spoons of cracker crumbs. Mix 
thoroughly and drop from a spoon 
into hot butter, olive oil or other 
fat and fry until nicely brown. 

Baked Bananas, 


Remove peel and scrape bananas. 
Dip in lemon juice, then in corn 
flake crumbs mixed with brown 
sugar. Bake in a moderate oven 
about 30 minutes. 

Spinach Souffle. 

One peck spinach, 1 tablespoon- 
ful butter, one egg, beaten; two 
tablespoonfuls cream, one table- 
spoonful powdered sugar, whites 
three eggs. 

Boil and chop spinach, and while 
hot stir in butter and beaten egg, 
salt, and nutmeg. Season with a 
little sugar, pepper, and set away 
to cool. Then whip into the cold 
spinach the cream and stiffened 
whites of the eggs. Pour into a 
covered bake-dish, sift a small tea- 
spoonful of powdered sugar on top, 
and bake in a hot oven 15 minutes, 
uncover last five minutes.

WAY WASHINGTON 
WONT CHANGE NAME 


Amending Charter Might En- 
danger Tax-Free Status, 
Authority. Says. 


Washington University cannot 
change its name without endanger- 
ing its tax-free status under its 
State charter, Joseph Zumbalen, 
treasurer of the university, said to- 
day in an interview printed in 
Student Life, campus publication. 

For this reason, the treasurer 
said, no step is likely to be taken 
toward changing the university's 
name. The present name, because 
of similarity to those of other in. 
stitutions, is a recognized handicap 
in obtaining outside publicity for 


builder of the university's present 
plant, that the institution be re- 
named in his honor. 

Two steps would be necessary, 
Zumbalen said, to change the uni- 
versity’s name. First, the members 
of the university corporation would 
have to approve the proposal; and 
second, the charter of the univer- 
sity would have to be taken to the 
Legislature for amendment. This 
was done in 1857, when the name 
was changed from Eliot Seminary 
to Washington University. 

Under its present charter, the 


university has tax-exemption, not 
only on its property actually used 
for school. purposes, but on its real 
estate held for endowment income. | 
An attempt was once made to col- 
lect taxes on the property not used 
for school purposes, but the Su- 
preme Court,held that the charter 
was a contract, in which no change 
could be made without the univer- 
sity’s consent. 


If the university were to take its 
charter before the Legislature for 
amendment as to the name of the 
institution, Zumbalen says an at- 
tempt might be made, at the same 
timy, to. modify its privileges as to

The Thymus Gland 


Ta thymus is a gland of inter- 


nal secretion located in the re- 
gion of the neck below the thy- 
roid giand. 

One of its peculiarities is that it 
is rather large during infancy and 
tends to shrink in size as the in- 
dividual grows older. The func- 
tions of the thymus gland have not 
been adequately defined. 

In experiments upon animals, it 
has been found that when the thy- 
mus gland is removed or destroyed 
the animal’s growth is interfered 
with and it dies prematurely. 

More recent work has shown 
that removal of this gland in young 
animals produces a retardation of 
growth and softening of the bones. 
Such animals also have less cal. 
cium in their bones. 

Thus it was logical that experi- 
ments should be conducted on the 
relationship of this gland to the 
healing of broken bones. 

It has been found that“norma!l 
glands of internal secretion can b¢ 
stimulated into greater activity by 
being exposed to small doses of 
X-ray. 

In the experiments to study the 
effects of the thymus on the heal- 
ing of broken bones the stimulat- 
ing effects of X-ray were employed. 

It was found that in animals in 
which the thymus was stimulated 
the healing of fractures progressed 
more rapidly and more satisfac- 
torily than in non-X-rayed animals. 

It is possible that these experi- 
ments will enable us to accelerate 
the healing of broken bones in hu- 
mans. 

The thymus gland shrinks as the 
individual grows older, but it re- 
ma‘ns active. 

Fractures in older persons do not 
always heal satisfactorily or rapid- 
ly enough. It may be possible to 
improve and accelerate bone heal- 
ing by stimulating the thymus. 

Of course, the application of these 
experiments to humans is still con- 
jectured, but the conjecture ap- 
pears to be warranted by the re 
ported facts.
